Washington, Feb. 6.—Informa- 
tion that Switzerland will not 
adopt President Wilson's sugges- 
tion, that in the interest of world 
peace, other neutrals follow the 
lead of the United States and 
break 
off 
diplomatic 
relations 
with Germany, was received here 
today. 
So far as is known this 
is the first response. 


Spain's taking over of Ameri- 
can interests in Germany 
and 
Switzerland's similar action for 
the German interests here are in- 
terpreted as removing both these 
neutrals from participation in the 
break in relations. 


Spanish Ambassador Riano, conferring 
with state department officials today 
said he advises that Spain's answer to 
the German notification would be made 
public today or tomorrow, but that he 
did not know its contents. He intimated 
it was doubtful if Spain would formally 
reply to President AVilson's note to neu- 
trals as her taking over of American 
interests in Germany indicated" that no 
matter how seriously she might protest 
she would not as yet sever diplomatic 
relations. 


Want Spain to Remain Free. 


Spain is the largest neutral now abso- 
lutely free from entanglement in the 
the world war and is by far the best 
equipped diplomatically to serve as an 
intermediary 
between 
the 
belligerent 
groups. 


The practical certainty that an Ameri- 
can break with Austria also cannot be 
avoided makes it more desirable than 
ever that Spain should remain outside 
the struggle.

many AA'as not perceptibly increased by

from London

night announcing that Richard Wal- 
lace. of Baltimore, an American m e m - 
ber of the creAV of the British steamer 
Eavestone had been2 killed by shells 
f r o m a German submarine. 


Confidence apparently Avas felt in all 
quarters that a full report Avould show 
that the vessel Avas attacked in ac- 
cordance with the rules of cruiser Avar- 
fare and that the incident would not 
proA'e to be the overt act which Avill 
mean war. 


According to the stories of survivors, 
the master and three members of the 
Eavestone's creAV, including the Amer- 
ican, w6re killed Avhen they Avere leav- 
ing the ship in boats. 
There have been 
seA'eral instances in the past in which 
deliberate shelling of boats was al- 
leged, but such a case never has been 
established to the satisfaction of' the 
state department. 
It is believed here 
that the shelling indicates the Eave- 
stone was I'esisting ori attempting to 
escape and that shells Intended 
for 
the ship may have struck the boats. 


The Eavestone sailed f r o m NeAvport 
News, Va., on December 25, AVith a 
cargo of lumber loaded at Galveston. 
She probably had discharged her cargo 
and started on a return voyage.

Nothing could be more admirable than the fine poise, the calm 
courage, the lofty patriotism and the sense of exact justice President 
Wilson is displaying in the crisis that is hovering ominously over the 
United States at this moment. It is another striking illustration of 
the bigness of the man, the greatness of his heart and the humani- 
tarian motives that are actuating him in dealing Avith a most sombre 
situation. 


The Sentinel's dispatches from Washington have made this fact 
very clear. Even under the stress of this momentous hour President 
[Wilson is determined that there shall come from the United States 
no word or deed that can .iustly merit reproach from neutral or bol- 
ligerejit. He is anxious that nothing be done that is not fully justified 
by the laws of nations and humanity, that no action shall'be impelled 
by the clement of expediency. There must be strict legality in every 
action, and the American course must be above criticism, lie is espp- 
cially anxious that every American citizen refrain from act or thought 
which might lead this country nearer to war. 
He has appealed to 
them to be coDsiderate of German rights and Gorman property, to 
indulge in no ill-tempered or ill-advised utterances or action, and to 
refrain from fanning into flame the smoldering elements of discord 
that many exist anywhere. 


This is because, first of all, President Wilson possesses to an 
unusual degree a sense of right and of justice as well as the loftiest 
conception of what patriotism is. It is because, also, he refuses to 
abandon his hope that we may not be engulfed in the struggle of war, 
and that the efforts for peace he has ben making and is still making 
Avill bring fruition in the realization of the dream of humanity. ]\Ian\' 
times during the ]iast few years it has ben fortunate for America that 
a man of Mr. Wilson's calm self-restraint, fine sense of justice and 
broad humanitariaiiism has occupied the executive chair. Just at this 
time it is doublv fortunate that this is true. 


There's a discord in Governor (joudrirh's offirial family, State 
Auditor Otto Klauss taking occasion before tlie senate committee on 
insurance to jumj) Avith b(jth feet in vchcnienl fasiiion on the gov- 
ernor's proposal to create a sepai'alc department for banking and 
insurance, thus taking them from the supervision of the state auditor. 
The state auditor volunteered the opinion that he's ijig enough to run 
the office as it is, and declared that if he finds he is mistaken, he will 
promptly resign. It is beginning to bo clear that Mr. Klauss is labor- 
ing under the impression that Mr. Goodrich was chosen to run merely 
the governor's office and not the rest of the state offices as well, and 
these diametrically opposed opinions contain the elemental prospects 
of a highly enlivening official fuss among the members of the state 
administrative entourage. 


Somehow The Sentinel is unable to see the logic of the proposal 
to bar women from voting for municipal ofQcers in Indiana this fall— 
granting that the suffrage bill passes—on the ground that candidates 
in their canvass for primary nominations have failed to take into 
account the possibility of the women having a part in the election. 
The objection is imique enough to be fantastic. It would be interest- 
ing to have a satisfactory explanation from any candidate who be- 
lieves the women will oppose him as to just why he believes he would 
be unusually acceptable to the male voters on that account. 


The supreme court has recessed without rendering a decision as 
to the constitutionality of the Adamson eight-hour law for railroad 
employes, and somehow the delay in the finding occasions neither sur- 
prise nor especial regret. A few weeks ago this seemed to be the all- 
important issue before the American people, and it appeared to con- 
tain all sorts of possibilities for trouble. The international crisis has 
served, however, to diminish the importance of many other things 
over which we were once disturbed. National, 'like individual, trou- 
bles are merely relative, after all. Any of them look big until a bigger 
one comes along. 


A Marion man is accused of stealing a dozen pairs of gloves, and 
he may plead recent temperature in extenuation of his pilfering^—but 
what is to be said for the Indianapolis thief who has just stolen two 
perfectly lovely Palm Beach suits from an apartment house in that 
town in zero weather ? 


It's a pretty safe guess the quick-action song-'writers are not 
overlooking this opportunity, and along about next week the tonal 
deluge of patriotic harmony may be expected to descend on the audi- 
ence from the vaudeville and the cabaret.

Washington, Feb. 6.—Congrress ha« 
overriflden a veto by President Wilson 
for the first time and enacted into law 
the immigration bill with its long- 
fought literacy test provision. The 
senate voted late yesterday, 62 to 19, 
to pass the measure. 
"The-house over 
turned the veto last week by a vote of 
287 to 106, so the senate's action 
makes t h e bill a law and ends t h e 
bontest of twenty years' standing in 
which three presidents have 
repudi- 
ated similar bills passed by congress. 
Senators Kern and Watson, of Indi- 
ana, voted with the majority to over- 
ride the pi-esident's veto. 


The literacy test provided for in the 
bill excludes f r o m the United States 
all aliens oyer 16 years of age phys- 
ically capable of reading who cannot 
read the English language or some 
other language or dialect. 
Including 
Hebi-ew or Yiddish. 
Any • admissible 
alien, however, or any citizen of the 
United States may bring in or send 
for his f a t h e r or grandfather, over 55 
years of age, his wife, mother, grand- 
mother, or unmarried or widowed 
daughter, if otherwise admissible, re- 
gardless of whether such relatives can 
read. 


Seeks Numerical Limit. 


Immediately after the senate's ac- 
tion Representative Gardner, of Mas- 
sachusetts, introduced in the house a 
new immigration measure to limit the 
number of aliens coming 
into 
this 
country to a total of 200,000 in excess 
of the outgoing aliens. 


Both Senators Lewis and Sherman, 
of Illinois, voted to uphold the presi- 
dent's veto of the measure. 
They had 
opposed the bill when it was before 
the senate.

law.

denied by the state department, which 
explained that J a p a n had not protest- 
ed, but asked for an interpretation. I t 
is the opinion of the department, it 
was said, that t h e interpretation of 
the paragraphs affecting her citizens 
v/ill be satisfactory to Japan.

N JANUARY 


Destruction Greater Than 
During Any Previous 
Month of War. 


New York, Feb. 6.—The destruc- 
ti<?n of merchant tonnage due to sub- 
iwarines^. mines 
and 
kindred 
war 
causes was greater during the past 
January than, in any previous month, 
according to statistics published 
to- 
day by the Journal of Commerce. The 
gross tonnage lost was 336,997, involv- 
ing the sinking ot 154 vessels, the 
.statement says, and this brings tiie 
total destruction during the war to 
4,368,766 gross tons, or 2,361 ships. 
The heavy January showing is attrib- 
uted to the activities of one or more 
German raiders in the Atlantic, 


British shipping suffered heaviest 
in Januarj', according to the statistics, 
with 54 vessels destroyed. 
Norway 
ranked second with 34 ships lost and 
France third with 25. 
No American, 
German, Italian or Turkish merchant 
vessels were reported 
sunk. 


Throughout the war British gross 
tonnage destroyed 
amounted 
to 3,- 
^68,317, or more than one-half 
the 
total of all nations, with Norway and 
France standing second 
and 
third. 
The loss of the United 
States gross 
tonnage has been 24,558, representing 
ten ships. 
Entente losses have been 
73 per cent of the total and Teutonic 
20 per cent, according to these sta- 
tistics.

Bookwalter declared, the dmocratic or- 
ganization might control the selection 
of the republican nominee. With Shank 
and Dr. Johnson, both running inde- 
pendently, the 
republican nominee 


would find the situation complicated ill 
his race for election. 


Rather than take part in a\ divided 


fight against one man, upon whom the 
democratic support will be centered, 
and thus endanger the success of his 
party, Mr. Bookwalter declared that he 
would withdraw. His statement is "as 
follows: 


"I do not expect to be a candidate 


for mayor. I have had some experience 
in three-cornered fights, with two men 
dividing the vote oC one party, while 
one man gets the solid vote of the other 
party. The democratic situation has 
produced entirely new phases. With

Precautions at Navy Yard, 


Arsenals and Muni- 


* 
tions Plants. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 6.—Condi- 


tions along the river front at the -navy 
yard, the government arsenals and 
the private armament plants today 
assumed war-time asoect with every 
conceivable precaution in force to pre- 
vent overt acts fcy fanatics 'or others 
hostile to the United States. 


In semi-official circles, gatriotic and 


preparedness measures were 
every- 


where apparent. Recruiting stations 
were overwhelmed with applications 
for service in both the army and navy. 
Scores 
of industrial establishments, 


including the 
Baldwin 
Locomo'tive 


works, one of the largest manufactur- 
ing plants in the city, have volunteered 
their services to the government in 
case of necessity. 


One hour and a half was added today 


to the working day of all civilian em- 
ployes at the navy yard except those 
in the 
public supplies department. 


Plans are under way, it is said, to place 
the yard' on a three-shift basis, each 
shift working eight hours. 


The 3,500 employes at the yard have 


oeen ordered by Commandant Russell 
to report any suspicious act they may 
observe about the government reser- 
vation and to facilitate inspection of 
employes entering the yard. Separate 
lanes formed by wooden rails have 
been constructed from each entrance. 
The yard virtually is cut off from pub- 
lic communication, even personal tel- 
ephone calls to sailors and marines 
being forbidden. 


Most of the warships of the Atlantic 


reserve fleet are said to be in readiness 
for immediate service. 
Unofficial re- 


ports say that .the battleship Ohio, a 
comparatively old vessel of the sec- 
ond line, is to be equipped with a hug» 
gyroscope placed amidships to act as 
a stabilizer in heavy seas.

Washington, Feb. 6.—Congress has 


overridden a veto by President Wilson 
for the first time and enacted into law 
the immigration bill with its long- 
fought literacy test provision. 
The 


senate voted late> yesterday, 62 to 19, 
to pass the measure. The house over- 
turned the veto lust week by a vote of 
287 to 106, so the senate's action 
makes the bill a law and ends the 
contest of twenty years' standing in 
which three presidents have repudi- 
ated similar bills passed by congress. 
Senators Kern and Watson, of Indi- 
ana, voted with the majority to over- 
ride the president's veto. 


The literacy test provided for in the 


bill excludes from the United States 
all aliens over 16 years of age phys- 
ically capable of reading who cannot 
read the English language or some 
other language or dialect, including 
Hebrew or Yiddish. Any admissible 
alien, however, or any citizen of the 
United States may bring in or send 
for his father or grandfather, over 55 
years of age, his wife, mother, grand- 
mother, or unmarried or widowed 
daughter, if otherwise admissible, re- 
gardle^s of whether such relatives can 
read. 


Seeks Numerical liiinit. 


Immediately .after the senate's ac- 


tion Representative Gardner, of Mas- 
sachusetts, introduced in the house a 
new immigration measure to limit the 
number of aliens coming Into this 
country »o a total of 200,000 in excess 
of the outgoing aliens. 


Both Senators Lewis and Sherman, 


of Illinois, voted to uphold the presi- 
dent's veto of the measure.

Captain and Twelve Men of Spanish
